CHESTNUT TREE 
RETURNS TO OHIO 


COLUMBUS, Aug. 16.—The mid­ 
west, once shaded by thousands of 
chestnut trees, may have them again 
if experiments of the Ohio Division 
of Forestry work out on the banks 
of the Senecaville lake in the Mus­ 
kingum conservancy district. 
They won't be the fam iliar Ameri­ 
can chestnuts, for during the past 
20 years a blight has killed off a l­ 
most every one of these—only one 
is known to have survived in Ohio 
—but an Asiatic species which re­ 
sists the blight. 
The Sta te Forestry division and 
the U. S Department of Agriculture 
planted 1.000 chestnut trees of six 
different strains on the shores of 
the Senecaville lake and Oliver D 
Diller, associate state forester, re­ 
ported tha t a fter six growing sea­ 
sons 84 per cent still were living. 
The trees now range from six to 
15 feet high and last fall yielded 
an average of 28 nuts to a tree. 
The

the Ohio agricultural 
experiment station at Wooster for 
further distribution and testing of 
seedlings.

Streptomycin Steps In to 
Kill Germs'Penicillin 
Misses

Dr. Anderson heads a study of 
the molds from which streptomycin 
is obtained. Dr. H. E. Carter, asso­ 
ciate professor of chemistry a t Il­ 
linois. heads a study of the drug's 
chem ical purification.

A ce-in-the-hole for streptomycin 
means more than the fa ct that this 
new stu ff promises to be good for 
some diseases that penicillin misses. 
The germs tha t penicillin usually 
kills sometimes becomes resistant. 


Thus sad accident happens to in ­ 
dividual patients. 
For a time, the patient appears 
to be getting well, under treatment 
with penicillin 
then a relapse oc­ 
curs It us supposed that the peni­ 
cillin has destroyed the germs that 
are 
susceptible 
to 
penicillin, 
but 
tha t 
mingled among these there 
have been a small number of bac­ 
teria 
of the same disease 
that do 
not succumb to penicillin. Thest 
resistant germs, it is supposed, rap­ 
idly multiply and produce the "re­ 
lapse

penicillin 
appears ineffective. This

pening more frequently as the use
